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REMARKS 



Claim Rejections 

Claims 27-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Lorincz et al. (U.S. 5,958,195) in view of Pelrine (U.S. 5,099,216), Aiura et al. 
(EP 951960) and Sakata et al. (U.S. 4,561,185). 

Claims 19-22 and 24-26 are allowed.

By this Amendment, Applicant has canceled claims 27-35 to obviate the 
rejections set forth in the outstanding Office Action.
